Two mine 
shafts, those of the Broadhead and 
Koaa1 companies, both independent, 
are in ashes. 
Around the storm centers of the 
fight* —Daiagua. the Black 
Hills and 
I the 
canons 
near 
A ga ii a t—strikers’ 
lines, constantly reinforced, are stead­ 
ily drawn tighter as the strikers, in­ 
censed at the discovery that many of 
their dead in the ruins of the Ludlow 
tent colony had disappeared, pursue 
their program of vengeance. 
What became of the bollies is a 
mystery. 
The strikers declare the 
bodies of their dead have been de­ 
stroyed bv dynamite and otherwise 
cremated and disposed of by the niil- 
! itia. 
According to Major Hamrock, 
in command of the state troops, the 
charred debris which covers the site 
of the camp has remained undisturbed 
I since the fire of Monday night. 
Fif­ 
teen bodies, thirteen those of women 
and tAvo of children, are known to have 
been in one spot, while it is supposed 
that further investigation would have 
disclosed many more in the safety pits 
similar to that in which the original 
. thirteen wrere discovered. 
Facing the certainty that the fight­ 
ing will Ie* renewed. Mayor Dunleavy 
of Trinidad, members of the council 
and the chamber of commerce have 
asked, Governor Ammons and Prs si 
dent Wilson for federal troops. 
In its position along the railroad 
tracks at Ludlow, the militia has been 
completely cut off from the remainder 
of the strike district by the armed 
bands of strikers, whose ranks swelled 
constantly by men who swarm over 
the hills from all direc tions, now num­ 
ber 700. 
No effort accordingly has 
j been made bb Major Hamrock to send 
aid to the men imprisoned in the mine 
at Aguilar. 
The move would probably 
j involve the cutting of the militia's 
strength in two. 
Tn Trinidad excite ment of the most 
intense character prevails. All saloons 
have been ordered closed, hut men 
congregate on the streets and no ef­ 
fort to disperse them is made. 
A com 
mittee from strike headquarters in­ 
vaded the Columbia hotel, wher^ Cap­ 
tain Randolph of Denver an' twenty 
militiamen of Denver are quartered 
and searched ft for machine glint, 
No 
resistance was offered. 
Except tor 
Captain Randolph and his squad the 
city is virtually at the mercy of a 
mob. 
The .sheriff has admitted his in­ 
ability to cope with the situation. 
For more than twelve hours yester- 
da> 
the fighting raged 
incessantly, 
first about Daiagua, then in the vicini­ 
ty of the Black Hills and last in the 
region about Aguilar. 
All deaths so 
far reported occurred during the Agui­ 
lar engagem ent and the Daiagua en­ 
gagement. These xxi til the thirty-three 
known dead at Ludlow and the three 
guards killed at Aguilar, brings the 
total up to thirty-nine.
